On the whole, no contribution to the history 
of the civil war of equal value has as yet been 
made, or ia likely to be made, unless some one 
of Genera! Lee's few surviving lieutenants 
should one day do for the military history of 
the struggle what Mr. Stephens has done for 
its its polit ical aspect.
